OLD MEN’S ASYLUM, DUBLIN, 


NEED FOR FINANCIAL SUPPORT. 

The annual general meeting of the Old Men’s 
Asylum was held yesterday, Sir William Fry, 
D.L., presiding. 

Amongst those present were :—

The andited statement of accounts showed a debit 
balance at Royal Bank, Lid., on Sist December, 
1918, of £609 19/2. The only items of expenditure 
that called for especial comment were those for pro- 
visions and coals, both of which had increased enor- 
mousiy in cost. Not only was the ordinary income 
of the institution, derived from all sources, less than 
the annual expenditure by about £250, but such a 
serious deficit greatly hampered the work, and the 
Governors could not look forward without anxicty, 
as, while gratefully acknowledging the generons and 
continued support of friends, many governors and 
annual subscribers who warmly supported the insti- 
tution had passed away. rey, therefore, des re 
carnestly to impress on ite friends the necessity for 
increased support, as if it be not afforded the pre- 
sent efficiency of this old institution could not be 
maintained 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of 
the report, said that the Asylum had now been 
in existence for 108 years. Founded in tbe 
year 1811, it started in a quiet, unobstrusive 
manner in No. 11 Russell place, in the North 
side of the city, its object being to provide sup- 
port and lodging for poor aged Protestant men 
of good character, There this good work was 
carried on until the year 1863, when Providence 
having blessed the efforts of then then Manag- 
ing Committee, the present more commodious 
premises near Leeson Park; outside the city, 
were erected and equipped, and the work then 
transferred continued until the year 1892, when 
it became necessary, owing to inadequacy of 
accommodation, to enlarge the existing build- 
ing. During the period under review large 
numbers of their fellow-citizens were hospit- 
ably entertained and provided for, and the 
later years of many had been comforted by the 
provision made in the Asylum. To-day accom- 
modation was afforded for twenty-eight in- 
mates. In 1894 the Court of Chancery settled 
a scheme in reference to the control of the pro- 
mises, under which preference was to be given 
at, elections for admission to applicants who 
had been engaged in mercantile business, and 
for that reason the Asylum specially commended 
itself to the mercantile public of Dublin, and 
should receive larger support from the mer- 
chants of the city than it at present enjoyed. 
It was hardly necessary for him to justify the 
existence of such an Asylum. It spoke for it- 
self; but were it requisite he would refer to the 
fact that in every great city such as Dublin 
there would be found persons who, through no 


Pfault of their own, but from the vicissitudes of 


fortune, had fallen in the struggle of life, and 
who, as a result, needed a kindly and brotherly 
help. Genteel poverty was always the most 
distressing, while it was the least demonstra- 
tive, and it was, and should be, a privilege 
as well as a duty to those more favoured by 
fortune to help in every way such an institution 
as that, where stricken ones could find 
a shelter and a home. The affairs of 
the Asvlum & were controlled by the 
Trustees and Committee of Management, who 
said that the administration was carried on with 
economy and care, combined with due regard 
to the welfare and comfort of the inmates. In 
addition, two members of the Board acied as 
Visiting Governors for the month, and fre- 
quently saw in person to the internal condition 
of the institution. The health of the inmates 
was looked after by Dr. Winter, whose skill and 
kindness were always at the service of the in- 
mates, and the fact that many of their old 
friends attained great age was the best evidence 
vf showing what could be done for distressed 
old men by care, skilful nursing and expert 
medical treatment. It was unnecessary to refer 
to the fact that every item connected with the 
feeding and upkeep of such an establishment 
had largely increased in EA and, while the 
expenses had gone up by leaps and bounds, he 
regretted to say that the income had not at 
all met the outgoings. The balance sheet 
showed that there was due to the Royal Bank 
on the 3lst December no less than £609 19s. 2d. 
It would be very gratifymg to him as Chairman 
if during the present year a special effort could 
be made to clear off this large liability. ‘They 
had twenty-one old gentlemen in the house; 
they might fill the other seven beds were the 
public to come generously to their assistance 
and provide the funds, but the Committee 
naturally hesitated before incurring enlarged ex- 
pense to see what the response was to the ap- 
peal as a result of that annual meeting. Three 
guineas a year qualified an Annual Governor, 
anil ten guineas donation constituted a Life 
Governor, but he would especially ask the Life 
Governors of that asylum to subscribe annually, 
and not to rest on their oers in connection 
with what they had done in the past. If each 
governor would take on himself or herself the 
responsibility of finding a new Governor the 
burden of debt would be appreciably lightened, 
if not entirely wiped out. (Hear, hear.) Dur- 
ing the past year they had lost many friends. 
Several of their valued Governors had joined 
the great majority, and they naturally had to 
look to the rising generation to fill the gaps in 
their ranks, and he trusted that many citizens 
would qualify and become Governors. Mr. 
George Bennett, after fifteen -years serving in 
the capacity of Hon. Secretary, resigned from 
the position, which he had filled with great ad- 
vantage to the Committee and the asylum. His 
resignation was accepted with deep regret, but 
he was glad to think that Mr. Octavius Wallace 
had kindly undertaken the duties of the office. 
He desired on the part of the Board of Man- 
acement to tender his warmest thanks to the 
ladies’ Committee for the great assistance they 
had given to the Board during the past year. 
(Applause. ) 

Dr. 0. P. Beater seconded, and the report 
was adopted. 

Mr. George P. Beater, C.E. (Hon. Treasurer), 
referred to the large deficit, and hoped it would 
soon be wiped out by new subscribers. 

Mr. Freeman Deane praposed that the Old 
Men’s Asylum was worthy of mu. _ He 
theught that the institution appealed specially 
to the mercantile community of Dublin. 

Mr. Earle Bland seconded the resolution, 
which was unanimously adopted.

Stevenson v. Falkiner, 

Following on Newman’s defeat by Inman, the 
holder of the title (Stevenson) and Falkiner com- 
menced the second preliminary heat of 8,000 up 
in this year’s championship competition at Thur- 
ston’e Hall, Leicester square, London, yesterday 
afternoon, There was a large company present. 
This was Falkiner’s first experience in this par- 
ticular event, but Stevenson, of course, Was the 
previous champion to Inman. The luck ran rather 
in favour of the senior player, who was helped 
materially by a fiuke in his last innings, and 
reached his pointe at the rate of 47 each innings, 
while Falkiner averaged 28 for an aggregate of 
395. Falkiner also had a fiuke, but he profited 
little from it. Nursery cannons proved the feature 
of the session, Falkiner making runs of 65 and 
25, and Stevenson one of 35. The higtest breaks 
were 44, 282, and 198 (unfinished) by Stevenson, 
and 38 and 249 by Faikiner. Interval scores;—

Playing for some time an all-round game, he subse- 
quently gave a polished exhibition at the top of the 
table. After passing 400 he was compelled to put 
down the white, and, after contributing a euperb 
419, he wound up with a double baulk. Afterwards 
he compiled runs of 61, 64, 63, and 66, reaching 
his points with 15 (unfinished). Falkiner’s best 
efforts were 115 and 68. Stevenson's average was 
74, and Falkiner’s 52.

ADVICE ON INDUSTRIAL 
PROBLEMS. 


Yesterday a special meeting of Dublin Cor- 
poration was held in the City Hall to inaugurate 
the Lord Mayor for the year ending February 
23rd, 1920, and to receive from Mr, Andrew 
Beattie, D.L., J.P., the outgoing ms Sherif, 
his chain of effice, and transfer 315 to his succes- 
sor, Mr. Jot P. MacAvin, T.C. The Lord 
Mayor presided, and there was a large attend- 


ance. 
The Lord Mayor, having repeated the statu- 
; ~~ Town Clerk, 


tory oath, which was re ae 

tendered ‘his thanks to the Council for re-elect- 
ing him. When a man, he said, was instal 
in office for the first time he made the pardon- 
able mistake of adopting the attitude of “ the 
new broom,” and told the citizens how he would 
cut down rates, oppose increases in salaries, 
and what he would do in the way of building 
houses for the working classes. But when in- 
stalled for a third ime he was more careful 
in his pronouncement as to what he hoped to. 
acoomphah. He admitted with regret that his 
efforts during the past two years had been very 
barren of results, and he had no great hope of 


} accomplishing very much in the year to come, 


because with the world turned practically up- 
side down it was very difficult a concentrate 
one’s mind on anything practical, and with the 
great wave of industrial unrest which was the 
natural outcome of the great war, with the 
minds of men a complete blank as to what may 
happen in the labour movement of the future, 
® new set of circumstances may arise which 
will make any arrangements come to one day 
both obsolete and inoperative the next. But, no 
matter what may. arise in Dublin owing to ine 
dustrial unrest, he hoped no outside interfer. 
ence would be tolerated, as Dublin, he thought, 
was different industrially to other cities. Great 
headway had been made in the cause of labour 
in Dublin during the past few years, and when 
Dublin was fighting with its back to the wall 
in the cause of labour in 1913, in the causa of 
liberty later on, and in the cause of nationhood 
in 1918; many people in other cities, who were 
now angling for the Eo of labour, stood 
idly by. (Hear, hear.) fhile there was no one 
more anxious than he to see trades unionism 
flourish, when properly worked, he foresaw dan- 
gerous times ahead, and, if there was not @ 
give-and-take spirit, monopolies would prevail, 
as they had forged ahead since the war started. 
They saw the octopus showing its fangs every 
day, and huge concerns which had been earn- 
ing excess profits getting friendly towards the 
workers with the sole object of creating a 
monopoly. 


DUBLIN’S BURDEN. 

With Dublin crushed with taxation 
the Government, and overburdened’ by 
enormous demands for rates by the Corpora 
tion, he thought a man in the position of Lord 
Mayor in the coming year was not to be envied. 
Continuing, his lordship referred to the 
enforced absence of Councillor Cosgrave and his 
comrades, and said that in the long list of 
British misdeeds in this country the act of de- 
taining those men in jail was one of the 
foulest. (Applause.) He hoped that very soon a 
flood of light would be let in upon the con- 
spiracy that was keeping those men in prison, 
and that the plot which is at present being 
hatched in London to drive this country into 
rebellion will fail, that the days of the bully 
and the coward are passing away, and that 
the time for Irishmen to fawn or crouch as sup- 
pliants for their right would have passed with 
them. (Applause.) Dealing with the criticism 
of the Corporation, he said that Dublin, being 
an old and aristocratic city, had, like all other 
aristocratic things, suffered very much from the 
misdeeds of their ancestors, who, owing to the 
adoration and love that Corporators had for 
each other in the past, had voted to each other, 
sometimes for a mere bagatelle, the citizens’ pro- 
perty. Even up to this day the descendants of 
those people drew huge incomes out of property 
which had been filehed from the citizens in the 
past. To-day, men who earn large incomes in this 
city pay the noble sum of a few shillings per 
week for a room in a back street, and betake 
themselves to the salubrious climate of Pem- 
broke, Rathmines, Kingstown, and Howth to 
live—townships which, by right, should belong 
to the city proper. It was those men who 
were the greatest critics of the Corporation, 
and they were told by them that tbe rates 
should be lower than they were” in, pre-war 
days. He wondered when thesé people were 
paying increased income tax, or tax on_ excess 
profits, did they condemn the British Govern- 
ment in the same generous manner for over- 
taxation in which they condemned the Corpora- 
tion for increased rates. (Hear, hear.) * The 
Corporation was not immaculate any more 
than the Bar, the Bench or the other kindred 
bodies, but from experience he could say very 
few of them had any axes to grind, except to 
further the interests of the city generally. 


THE RATES. 


Some of their critics said the Corporatiag rate 
should be only about 10s. in the £. They would 
be considering the estimates for the coming 
year in a short time, and if any citizen 6? body 
of citizens would prove to him legitimately 
that the rates could be reduced, he would be 
one of their greatest supporters. (Hear, hear.) 
During the past twelve months the Chamber of 
Commerce afforded the citizens an opportunity 
of signing a requisition, which had evidently 
hung fire, to the Lord Lieutenant about the 
hich rates of the city. Out of curiosity he 
would like to be with that deputation, and 
hear what His Excellency had to say about 
the matter, or what his advisers would suggest 
for him to say. But he would respectfully 
suggest to His Excellency, or any other mem- 
ber of His Majesty’s Government who might | 
called upon to iriterfere in the domestic affair 
of this city, to set their own Government De- 
partments in order first, as the “ waste,” “ pil- 
fering,” “mismanagement,” and “ profiteer- 
ing” which had gone on, and was allowed to 
go on under Government control, could ne be 
excelled, and in his humble opinion it war 
these wholesale abuses—particularly ‘‘ pro- 
fiteering,”’ connived at by Government e- 
partments—which had left the middle class 
citizens and lowly artieanse of Dublin in euch 
an awful plight, and was the principal cause of 
the increased demands for wages by 
workers to enable them to live. It had not a 
little also to do with the high rates of tbis 
city, and although the Corporation had been 
pilloried for giving increased wages to their 
employés, they had the satisfaction of knowing 
these employés did something, not like the 
Government, who have put a premium upon idle- 
ness by paying men and women for doing nos 
thing. (Hear, hear.) 

BUILDING SCHEMES. 

Having given some figures showing that the 
Corporation was not wholly responsible for the 
high rates, his lordship said the 
trying times’ through which they had recently 
passed had naturally limited extensively the 
operations of the council, and left the Lord 

ayor with little construction work to review. 
Progress had been made in the direction of 
bettering the social conditions of the workers 
of the city in the matter of their better hous- 
ing. Much more could and would have been ac- 
complished had they been i gáis through the 
Local Government Board with some definite in- 
formation as to the intentions of the Govern- 
ment as to State aid for housing schemes. Al- 
though a year has elapsed since local authori- 
ties in England were advised by the English 
Local Government Board as to the nature and 
extent of such grants in aid, they were still in 
the dark as to the Government’s intentions so 
far as this country was concerned. The Cor- 
oration had pressed on as far as it could with 

uilding schomes such as Spitalfields, M‘Caff- 

rey’s estate, St. James’s Walk, and Fairbrothers’ 
Fields, not ceasing at the same time to urge 
on the local: Govermment Board the grave dis- 
satisfaction felt at the prolonged silence of the 
Government so far as this coun was eon- 
cerned as to their intentions regarding financial 
assistance for mg | ee“.

Jt was curious that none of those 
gentlemen in the Chamber of Commerce or Citi- 
zens’ Association had ever had a word to say 
on tnat aspect of local taxation. Under the 
Local Government Board (Ireland) Act of 1898 
that charge was transferred to the Irish Local 
Taxation Account. The income of that account 
was supplied from certain unexpanding Irish 
revenues, plus a fixed Government grant of 
£79,000. At the time it was urged by the Irish 
members that a fund, with a practically fixed in- 
come, must, with an ever-increasing charge (and 
lunacy has unfortunately steadily increased), ul- 
timately be unable to meet its liabilitiesy That 
position was reached some years” ago, and 
grants out of the fund had to be proportionately 
abated, with the result that even the 4s. has 
now become 3s. 3d. Let the Chamber of Com- 
merce and Citizens’ Association step in when 
the Corporation had failed. There was a 
chance for them, and let them take it up with 
the Government and see what they can do. (Ap- 
plause.) Since 1874 there had been the follow- 
ing increases in prices of these commodities :— 
Meat, 110 to 195 p.c.; flour, 70 to 144 p.c.; sugar, 
275 p.c.; eggs, p.c.; coal, 170 p.c.; cocoa, 
210 p.c.; rice, 190 p.c.; weaving yarn, 236 p.c.;

THE ALLOTMENT MOVEMENT. 

Amongst other activities, the Council 
had the gratification of seeing the aillot- 
ment movement expand from 4160 acres 
to 440 acres, or an increase in num- 
bers of from 1,194 to 3,000 plotholders.

TRIBUTE TO DR. STARKIE. 

An extraordinary general meeting of the Dub- 
lin Branch of the British Empire Shakespeare 
Society was held yesterday afternoon in the 
foyer of the Theatre Royal—Mr. Justice 
Madden, the outgoing President, in the chair. 

Mr, Justice Madden said that they were met 
on that occasion to elect a President of the 
Society, and in so doing they had the recom- 
mendation—a perfectly unanimous recommenda- 
tion—from the Committee. They would, he 
thought, agree with him that the recommenda- 
tion ought to be adopted on its own merits. 
Their Committee had been face to face with a 
very great didiculty, and oné on which con- 
gratulated them on having successfully over- 
come. There was this extraordinary difficulty— 
there were three VicePresidents of the Society, 
any one of whom would have made an admir- 
able President; two of whom were contributors 
to that great mc numental volume, “ The Praise 
of Shakespeare,” in which they would find 
essays in ary | language of Europe, Asia and 
America, and he believed, also, of Africa. The 
Society was in a unique position, because they 
would find contributions in that volume from 
three members of the Society; two of whom 
wero eligible for the office of ident, and the 
other happoned, being a retiring President, to 
be ineligible. There was a Vice- 
took @ most active interest in that Society. 
He had not been associated with any popular 
contribution in connection with Shakespearean 


literature, but it was en open secret that he 


had in the Press a volume on a subject in 
which he had for years taken a great interest, 
and in which their Society would take a great 
interest—the connection of Shakespeare with 
Ireland. (Hear, hear.) The Committee had to 
choose as between those three, and he (the 
Chairman) thought he knew why its choice had 
fallen upon Dr. Starkie. Their Society existed 
not for the purpose of critical research—a conn- 
try in which euch research had been carried on 
to a very great degree of perfection, had, as 
they knew, shown itself eminently devoid of the 
spirit which the etudy of Shakespeare ought to 
infuse into a country. * The object of their 
Society was to bring a practical 
Shakespeare and his works home to the people— 
to popularise the study of Shak re. At a 
recent meeting of tho Society he (Mr. Justice 
Madden) had said that a man who did some- 
thing to increase the knowledge of Shakespeare 
amongst the people did a greater benefit to 
Shakespearean literature than one who wro‘e 
the most learned treatise on the subject. The 
man who was the means of getting the you 
people of this country to read end study an 
enjoy Shakespeare was a greater Sh 
than the most learned critic who ever 
his readers. (Hear, hear.) From that point of 
view, he (Mr. Justice Madden) -presented to the 
Starkie, than whom there 
was probably no more learned Shakespearean

Mr. Ian Macpherson will pardon the 
sceptical mood in which Irishmen approach 
the first speeches of new Chief Secretaries. 
So many of these gentlemen have pro- 
mised us so much and achieved so little 
that every new arrival introduces himself 
to an increasingly apathetic audience. 
‘Their intentions always have been admir- 
able, and many of them have done hard 
work in our behalf. In some curious way, 
however, most of the intentions and much 
of the work have been thwarted. Ireland 
suffers another disappointment, and her 
well-wisher retires, a puzzled ana rather 
angry man, to the consolations of the 
Bench or of a superior portfolio in the 
Ministry. We shall admit, however, that 
Mr. Macpherson’s first. speech in Dublin 
has made a dint in our scepticism. He 
seems to us to have brought something 
more than mere sympathy to his formid- 
able task. The tone of his speech is 
practical, and his refusal to make 
any promise which he is not likely 
to be able to fulfil is a hopeful 
innovation. Above all, standing on the 
threshold of a time of change and of 
economic adventure in Ireland, Mr. Mac- 
pherson seems to be ready to enter on 
his task in the right spirit of courage, 
patience, and willingness to learn. We 
said last week that, while we did not 
expect him to put all his cards on 
the table yesterday, we hoped to dis- 
cover from his speech that he had 
accepted the only possible basis for real 
reform in this country—namely, that the 
work must be initiated in Ireland, and 
must be directed by men who have an 
expert knowledge of our needs. When he 
tells us that the programme which he out- 
lined yesterday will be “ administered in 
Ireland and nowhere else, and by Irishmen 
and no one else,” we are not, indeed, fully 
answered, but we are encouraged to think 
that Mr. Macpherson’s foot is on thé right 
path. . 

Mr. Macpherson’s speech embodies the 
most substantial programme of economic 
and social reform that has been promised 
to Ireland in our time. We are to get, 
he tells us, our full share of the benefits 
which the Government proposes for Great 
Britain, and the different schemes for the 
two countries are to be advanced pari 
passu. Such parts of the Ministry of Health 
scheme as may -suit our needs will be 
applied to Ireland. Mr, Macpherson en- 
courages the Irish teachers to expect 
increased salaries as a result of the labours 
of the two committees which are now

He will have lifted our most urgent social 
problem out of the desperate conditions 
‘which the Lord Mayor of Dublin described 
yesterday when assuming his chain of 
Peffice for the third time. We may say 
here that, while Mr. O’Neill’s politics are 
not ours, we hold him to have well earned 
this honour by his genuine concern for 
Dublin’s welfare and by his catholic atti- 
tude to the interests and convenience of 
all classes of the citizens. 

Mr. ‘Macpherson has revealed to us a 
large part of the Government's economic 
policy in Ireland,-but not the whole of it. 
He has given us-good hope, but not yet 
an actual certainty, that the policy will 
“be conducted on the only principle which 
can ensufe success. No part of his speech 
will give greater pleasure than his state- 
ment that the Lord Lieutenant is recover- 
ing from his serious illness and expects 
to be able to return quickly to his work 
in Ireland. Our country’s vital needs at 
this time are fair and firm government 
and an enlightened and untrammelled 
policy of material progress. We know 
that we have in Viscount French, and we 
are encouraged to hope that we have in 
Mr. Macpherson, admirable instruments 
for the execution of this policy. If, how- 
ever, the Irish Government is to retain 
its authority for firm administration and is 
to be able to use to the full its, present 
Opportunities for social reform, it must 
have an absolutely free hand. Recent 
évents suggest that its hands are now tied 
by influences in London. We are 
vinced that Lord French’s authority in 
Ireland must be honoured strictly by the 
Cabinet if he is to carry the’ country 
safely through the dangerous times that 
lie before us. We are equally convinced 
that, if the promised reforms are to satisfy 
our hopes, they must not only be ad- 
ministered in Ireland by Irishmen, but 
must be initiated in Ireland. On that 
point, the most important of all, Mr. 
Macpherson is still unable to give us—or, 
at least, does not give us—any assurance. 
He speaks of transit, drainage, light rail- 
ways, afforestation. Under the existing 
system reform in most of these matters 
must be initiated in London; and 
prospect opens up long vistas of 
understanding, disappointment, and delay.

The Government cnd the Miners. 


Last night a Bill 
appointment of a Statutory Commission 
to inquire into the conditions under which 
the miners work passed the House of 
Commons in all three readings. The neces- 
sity for prompt action was fully realised 
by the Premier, and the fact that no time 
has been lost should convince the miners 
and their leaders that the Government is 
anxious to do all in its power to meet 


authorising the 


able and just. The miners are asked to 
choose representatives from among their 
own bodies to sit on this Commission, and 
full power is given not only to enforce the 
attendance of competent witnesses, but 
also to compel them to give evidence and 
to produce any documents which may be 
necessary to the verification of their state- 
ments. In this manner every opportunity 
is being given to workers, as well as 
to employers, to put their case not merely 
before a Commission, but before the 
public. The demands made by the 
miners are far-reaching; they include a 
50 per cent. increase in wages, a re- 
duction of the hours of labour from eight 
to six per day, and a nationalisation of the 
whole mining industry. Should these not be 
met, a general strike is.threatened, to begin 
on March 15th. ‘This danger is intensified 
by the fact that an overwhelming majority 
of the miners of Great Britain have cast 
‘their votes in favour of downing tools, ana 
have expressed their intention of firmly 
adhering to their demands. It is not even 
certain that Mr. Smillie, who is per- 
manent President of the Miners’ Federa- 
tion, will advise the men to appoint dele- 
‘gates to sit on the Statutory Commission, 
because it appears that the miners con- 
sider any inquiry into the matter as 
superfluous. An increase of 30 per cent. 
in wages would raise the cost of coal 
at the pit-head from 18s. to about 26s. 
per ton, and when it remembered 
that America, our most serious com- 
petitor, can produce it for Ils.,, the 
fateful consequences of granting such a 
demand without further parley will readily 
beseen. Mr. Smillieis the man upon whom 
the responsibility mainly rests. The Com- 
mission has been appointed; an eminent 
judge, Mr. Justice Sankey, has been 
chosen as chairman, and it only remains 
with the miners’ President to advise them 
on Wednesday to grasp this opportunity 
of having full publicity given to their 
demands, ‘and to send delegates who will 
represent their interests. It would follow 
that the threat to strike would be with- 
drawn, or, at least, postponed until after 
March 3ist, the date by which 
Commission is to hand in its report. 
The Government is willing and anxious 
to give the men a hearing, but, while 
every sympathy is felt with them 
in their struggle to obtain more human 
conditions of life, it must not be 
forgotten that. the interests of the 
community come before those of any par- 
ticular section or class, and that these 
interests cannot be served by strife or 
terrorism. To plunge the country into a 
state of industrial and economic chaos, 
especially at a time when the powers of 
anarchy are straining at their chains,

The Price of Coal. 


The statements made at yesterday’s meet- 
ing between representatives of the Dublin 


Coal Merchants’ Association and the st he said, was in accordance 


Coal Controller form a striking»illust@ 
tion of the fact that the burden of any 
increase in wages to workers falls upon 
the unfortunate consumer. The merchants 
informed Mr. Burgess that they 
reluctant to ask the local authority to re- 
vise the existing scale of retail prices, but 
that they would be obliged to do so if their 
expenses continued to advance and they 
could not obtain relief from another 
source. When the present prices were 
fixed they included a certain margin to 
cover the cost of distribution and other 
charges, and they were based on the wages 
paid at that time. Since then it has be- 
come necessary: to grant increases to 
certain classes of employés, and’ now others 
demand a similar concession. In these 
circumstances the merchants state that an 
increase in the retail price of coal can be 
avoided only by a reduction in shipping 
charges, and they asked Mr. Burgess to 
take action with that end in view. Mr. 
Burgess admitted that shipping companies 
do not need to pay such high insurance 
rates as formerly, but said that, as their 
expenses in other directions had increased, 
the Shipping Controller had decided not to 
interfere with the present maximum 
freight charges. That decision is disap- 
pointing, for it seems, on their own show- 
ing, that the only course left to 
the coal merchants is to approach the 
Corporation Committee with the object 
of having. the retail prices advanced. 
The present prices are oppressive. They 
constitute a severe handicap to our 
industries and weigh with particular 
severity on the poor. There is food here 
for reflection on the part of the workers 
at the coal quays who demand higher 
wages. Perhaps, this local illustration of 
what their action involves will have a 
greater influence with them than the 
weighty words of the Prime Minister, 
whose speech we report in another column.

ceive out-of-work donations—namely : 

(a) Workpeople who are insured under the 
National Insurance (Unemployment) Acts, 1911- 
1918, and have paid not less than ten contri- 
butions since July, 1914. 

(b) In the case of trades certified by the Lord 
Iieutenant of Ireland as being trades in which 
there is a substantial amount of unemployment 
directly caused by the cessation of hostilities, 
persons of such classes as are specified in the 
certificates, who were ordinarily employed in 
those trades during last year.

PROBLEMS OF AGRICULTURE AND LAND

Mr. Hugh T. Barrie, D.L., Vice-President of 
the Department of Agriculture, opened his elec.

A WAVE OF SPARTACISM, 


The Times Correspondent in Stockholm tele- 
praphs:—A Berlin Correspondent, well conver- 
sant with the situation in Germany, informs me 
that public opinion is profoundly pessimistic and 
seriously alarmed at the present condition of 
things.

OFFICIAL REPORT. 


The following official communiqué, dated 24th 
February, has been received from Paris :— 

The Allies’ Commission on Reparation met at 
10.30 at the Ministry of Finance, under the 
Presidency of M. Klots. 

After welooming MM. Moniz and Freire Dand- 
rale. as delegates for Portugal upon the Com- 
mission, and after concluding the discussion of 
the agenda, the Commission decided to push 
forward the work of the ‘first and second Sub- 
Commissions, charged,. respectively, with the 
questions of the valuation of damage and the 
study of the means of payment, and the finan- 
cial capacity of the enemy Powers. 

The third Sub-Committee, appointed to study 
measures of control and guarantees, was con- 
stituted. It chose as its President Mr. Hughes 
(Great Britain) and as its Vice-President Mr. 
Baruch (United States). 


GERMANY’S HUGE DEBT TO THE 
ALLIES, 


The Press Association’s Special Correspondent, 
telegraphing from Paris on Sunday, says :—It is 
generally acknowledged that some of the ques- 
tions which the Peace Conference will find the 
most dificult of solution are just those upon 
which there appears to exist the greatest 
unanimity among the Powers. This is especially 
so in the case of the Reparation Commission, 
which can boast that the whole of its work is 
based on a foundation of absolute accord. The 
seen of reparation by Germany has. never 
een, and could never for an instant be, chal- 
lenged. Nevertheless, the Commission is faced 
with two very real difficulties—first, what should 
be reckoned as damage due to the war; and, 
secondly, to what extent can Germany pay? 
In answer to the first question, it is self-evident 
that all material damage to factories and private 
and public buildings, and all machinery and 


build Belgium and Northern France and to set 
Serbia on her feet again will require an enor- 
mous sum, this, if the widest possible view of 
the case be taken, forms only a small part of 
Germany's debt to humanity. Must the heavy 
burden of taxation which is borne in common 
between all the Allies continue to oppress them 
and to cripple their trade, while the markets of 
the world are again thrown open to the com- 
mercial enterprise of the destroyer? Must the 
weight of pensions to widows, children, and men 
incapacitated through the war fall on those who 
did not provoke the war? A-very simple illus- 
tration makes the case clear. Damage 6us- 
tained as the result of attack by enemy aircraft 
has been repaid to the private individual by the 
State, and will appear in the bill to be pre- 
sented by the State to Germany. Insurance 
against attack by enemy aircraft has not been 
refused to the private individual by the State, 
and it has not yet been decided whether any 
claim on that account will be made against 
Germany. <A French estimate puts Germany's 
total debt to the Allies at 1,200 milliards of 
francs (£48,000,000,000), and her debt to France 
at 340 milliards (£13,600,000,000). The latter 
sum alone represents, at 5 per cent., 17 milliards 
of francs yearly in interest, without including 
anything for sinking fund. The French Budget, 
as M. Klotz pointed out, which before the war 
amounted to 5 milliards yearly, is now more 
than 18 milliards. It is claimed that at least a 

art of this increase should be met by the 

ower which is responsible for the increase, The 
second question, ' How much can Germany 
pay?’ is even more difficult of solution while 
German finance remains in its present chaotic 
state. It is suggested that all interest on the 
loans issued by Germany for the purpose of 
crushing the AlSies should be suspended, and 
that a financial section of the League of Nations 
should be created to collect the revenues of 
the German people and State, and reapportion 
them in an order of priority to be determined. 
By this means Germany would, perhaps, in 
twenty years’ time, have paid off the interest 
which e owes to the world, although there 
would still remain the debt of 1,200 mifliards of 
francs. To pay off. this huge sum would un- 
doubtedly talks two or three generations. But 
Germany thought nothing of unjustly keeping 
and exploiting two French provinces for two 
generations, so that she should at least be ready 
to pay the just claims of others. It is contended 
that it is for the Allies to see that the sufferings 
which Germany has occasioned throughout the 
war should not continue in time of peace.

Turkhan Pasha declares that the true ethno- 
graphic frontier of Albania starts from Spitsa 
Bay, north of Antivari, and proceeds thence in 
a north-easterly direction, so as to include the 
lands of the clans of Tuzi, Hoti, Grounda, and 
Trispshi, and the town of Podgoritza. It then 
follows the old Montenegrin frontier as it was 
before the Balkan war of 1912-13, and takes in 
the district of Ipek, the eastern part of 
i the district of Mitrovitea, the dis- 
| tricts of Prishtina, Guilan, Ferizovitch, and 
Katchanik, part of the district of Uskub, the 
districts of Kalkandelen, Gostvar, Kertchevo, 
and Dibra, thence reachipg the mountain 
known as Malithats, between Lakes Ochrida 
and Presba. 
frontier of 1913, to the crest of Mount Dramos, 
and continues southwards, ending at the sea, 
near the Gulf of Preveza. All lands west of 
this line, according to the Albanian memoran- 
dum, belong, ethnically and historically, to 
Albania. They are inhabited by two and a half 


lion live within the frontiers of the Albania as 
constituted by the London Conference of 1915, 
and the remainder in lands north-east and 
south of those frontiers which were assigned 
to Montenegro, Serbia, or Greece. In these 
regions, which the Albanians claim from: the 
Jugo-Slavo and Greeks, the Albanians, accord- 
ing to Turkhan Pasha, have a majority of 80 
per cent. over the Slavs and Greeks, and in 
some districts, such as Ipek and Jakova, Greek 
Slavs form an insignificant minority of the 
population. He demands that the Powers shall 
recognise the whole of these territories as 
| forming a new Independent State of Albarfia. 

In addition, Albania claims pecuniary com- 
pensation for the destruction of farms and 
villages in Northern Epirus, and for damage 
done to the country by the troops of the 
Central Empires during the war. Albania also 
insists that the Serbian claim to a port on the 
Adriatic coast, in so far as it ever was valid, 
has become invalid, as “Serbia now will not 
want for ports on the Adriatic.” In demanding 
the restitution of Albanian territories shorn 
from Albania, and given either to Slavs or 
Greeks by the Treaty of Berlin and the [reatv 
of London, in 1913, the memorandum compla.ns 
bitterly of the sufferings inflicted on Albania 
by the Serbs and Greeks, and declares that 
Greek statistics relating to Albania are in- 
accurate, because they are based on old Turkish 
official statistics, in wich all Albanians of the 
Orthodox confession vere classed as Roums— 
‘that is, Greeks—because they were spiritually 
sibjects of the Patriarchate of Constantinople. 
These Christians Turkhan Pasha claims as 
Albanians, and he urges that his people, the 
oldest of the Balkan nations, sincerly wish to 
become an element of order in the Balkans, 
and to take their place among the civilised 
States, and cease to constitute, as they have 
done for so many years, one of the standing 
problems of European diplomacy.

SCOPE OF COMMISSION OF 
INQUIRY. 


STATEMENT BY MR. LLOYD 
GEORGE. 


DISASTROUS EFFECTS OF 
STOPPAGE, 


In the House of Commons yesterday, 

_ Mr. Lloyd George, in moving to ask leave to 
introduce a bill to constitute a Commission to 
inquire into the position of the conditions pre- 
vailing in the coal industry, said—I apologise 
to the House for having to place this bill in 
front of a measure dealing with national 
health, but there is nothing more essential 
to a community than the adoption of means 
to prevent civil strife.. That is the prospect 
with which we are confronted, and we, all of 
us, ought to do everything in our power to 
prevent anything of the kind octurring. I 
will, therefore, as time is of very considerable 
importance, ask the House to preceed with the 
measure through all its stages to-day. That 
course will have an advantagé, which all those 
familiar with the details of the controvers 

will realise, because they know perfectly. well, 
that time is very essential, and is even a 
matter of hours, let alone days. Hon. mem- 
bers, I have no doubt, have made themselves 
acquainted with the controversy, and in the 
settlement of this bill is one of the methods of 
procedure. 

THE MINERS’ DEMAND, 

The miners, through their organisations, have 
put forward certain demands. The first deals 
with the demobilisation of miners, the second 
with wages, the third with hours of labour, the 
fourth with the conditions under which the 
mining industry is being conducted. With 
regard to demobilisation, I will only say that 
it is a demand for special conditions for the 
demobilised miners. Up to the present a special 
effort has been made to demobilise muners. 
They have been placed in front of all other 
industries. Very nearly 200,000 have already 
been demobilised, owing to the importance of 
AE 73. as much coal as possible, in order to 
set industries going. The terms of demobilisa- 
tion may not be satisfactory, but they are the 
most generous terms given by any country in 
Europe, and, in making a demand for their 
increase, one must bear in mind that a con- 
cession of that kind would add to the very 
crushing burdens under which the community 1s 
groaning, and will groan for some time to 
come. 

THE MORE IMPORTANT DEMANDS. 

I will come to the more important demands 
put forward—demands which are more per- 
manent in their character, and which are cer- 
tainly more permanent in their effects. They 
are the demands in respect of wages, 
hours, and conditions of industry. The 
first is a demand for the wages to be put 
up 30 per cent; the hours are to be reduced 
from 8 to 6. That is a reduction, not merely 
of 25 per cent.—it means two hours taken off 
the working hours, a reduction of one-third in 
the effective hours. 

An Hon. Member dissented. 

Mr. Lioyd George—That is another argument 
for a court of inquiry, because there is a 
dispute at the very start. 
that would be the effect. I can see that it is 
not what my hon. friend wishes it to be, and 
there is something for accommodation in that 
particular. 

THE GOVERNMENT'S HESITANCY. 

I want to tell the House why the Govern- 
ment hesitated to grant these terms without 
the most careful inquiry. 1 am advised that 
the effect would be a very serious burden 
upon other industries, a burden so serious, 80 
grave, that it might have the effect of throwing 
scores, if not hundreds of thousands, of men 
out of employment. It might cripple our 
export trade, as well as our coal, iror, and 
steel, and machinery trades. It might cripple 
our shipping. Í am mentioning these sraiien, 
because it is upon them that the strength, 
wealth, and prosperity of this country largely 
depends. It may be that the figures that we 
have got could be sufficiently explained—that is 
a reason for inquiry. According to information in 
our possession the cost of steel, which is already 
high, would go up by at least 10 per cent. The 
increase in the price of coal would be between 
8s, and 10s. per ton. If 10 per cent. were added 
to the iron and steel trade, it would affect the 
blast furnaces, the engineering trade, the ship- 
building trade, shipping, the housebuilding 
trade, railways, in fact there is hardly ans in- 
dustry that would not be impaired’ very 
seriously by an increased change of that kind, 


THE SOUTH WALES COALFIELD. 

The coal trade. itself would be seriously 
damaged. It must have struck the House as 
very remarkable, that the minority against 
striking was so much higher in South Wales 
than in any other coalfield. That is very signi- 
ficant. It means that the South Wales coal- 
‘field depends very largely upon its exports. We 
exported in 1913, a normal year, very nearly 
74,000,000 tons of coal. That does not include 
bunker coal, which would be another 24,000,000, 
which affects our raw materials. 


THE EFFECT ON FOOD PRICES. 

Let the House consider, for a moment, how 
serious is the proposal to add another 8s. or 
10s. America is a very serious competitor with 
us. Coal fetches food, coal pays for food, coal 
pays the outgoing charges of the ship which 
comes back with food, What is the result? 
Half of the freights are paid by coal. If we

when we depend for our raw material, and 
largely for our food, on foreign lands. "At the 
beginning of the war, I am told, the cost of 
coal at the pit’s mouth. in America was pretty 
much what ours was. At the present time the 
cost of Pocahontas coal is a little over 2} dollars, 
about lls., I think. The cost of coal in thie 
country at the pit’s mouth is 18s. now, as 
against America’s lls., and it is proposed to 
add another 8s. or 10s. to that 18s. (An Hon. 
Member—More.) That means that the cost at 
the pit’s mouth would be something like 26s 
& ton, as against America’s lls. or 12s. at the 
outside. What has happened already? We 
have lost huge orders from Brazil, where we 
practically dominated the market. — We are 
losing the Argentine. That is most important, 
because our ships come back with meat and 
wheat, and we shall lose that trade. Can any- 
one complain, ‘then, in reason, that before the 
Government makes concessions of this kind they 
should say: “ At any rate let’ us examine the 
thine most carefully, because we have come to 
a very serious ‘turning point.” What does it 
rofit the miner if this happens, if -hindreds of 
thousands are thrown out? The demand for 
coal will go down, and he will lose by the lose 


of export. 
OBJECTS FOR THE DEMAND. 

There are two—of course there are others— 
but there are two objects for this demand, The 
first is to meet the increased cost of living. The 
other is to prevent unemployment. If these 
figures are correct, so far from improving, they 
will make matters worse. That is why we have 
hesitated to make the concessions without the 
closest inquiry, not merely into the justice of 
the demand, but into the effects upon other in- 
dustries, because the Government is not trustee 
for one class, but for all; not merely for one 
section of workmen, but for all. (Hear, hear.) 
What is the miners’ answer? and I am going 
to put it quite fairly. I had the privilege the 
other day of meeting the miners’ representa- 
tives, when their case was very temperately 
and ably stated by Mr. Smillie, their leader, 
and I have read every statement made on be- 
half of the miners in every paper in the King- 
dom. Bo far as I can eee it is this They say, 
first of all, it is not true to say that industries 
will be damaged by this increased cost, and 
that these figures are inaccurate. You cannot 
allow one industry to be the judge in a case in. 
which all other industries are affected without 
any inquiry at all. And I should like to 
ask , the hon. members sitting opposite who 
organised labour—very nearly half of them are 
miners’ representatives—I | should like to ask 
those who represent the iron and steel trades 
whether they are equally confident that their 
business is not going to damaged ?

That is done too 
frequently. Taking all the profits of the col- 
lieries throughout the Kingdom, they came for 
the five years before the war to exactly one 
shilling per ton: The royalties came to six- 
pence per ton.

So it is 
no use treating profiteering as if it explained 
everything. I think it is right that that should 
be known. (Hear, hear.) 


REORGANISATION OF THE MINES. 

Now I come to the question of the re- 
organisation of the mines. I think that many 
owners themselves admit that savings could be 
effected if there was some reorganisation for 
the whole of the mining industry. That is 
worth looking into. There is no man can say 
that he has investigated the matter and come 
to the conclusion ag to how many shillings: per 
ton can be saved. That is a question which 
this Committee will have at its disposal. It is 
worth looking into, and is a matter of 
vitat moment to our industries. I think 
that the industries of the country will 
be the better off by having facts of that 
kind looked into by able men, who will have 
the power of commanding the presentation to 
them of all relevant facts. I do not say 
that there will not be a saving, but I am very

MINERS’ SOCIAL CONDITIONS. 

Then, there are the general seeial conditions 
under which -the miner lives and carries on his 
business. There is a.very bitter feeling about 
this. I am not the least surprised. I can under- 
stand the sense of indignation which has been 
aroused, and I can understand the spirit of un- 
reasoning which has been created by these ap- 
palling and degrading conditions. These condi- 
tions will be examined, amongst other things, 
by the Commission, who will deal with all 
matters of that kind. For that reason we pro- 
pose to set up a Statutory Commission; a Royal 

mmission will not answer the purpose. It 
would not have the necessary powers to com- 
mand the attendance of witnesses, or compel 
them to give evidence, or force them to produce 
documenis, and for that reason we propose a 
Sjatutory Commission with Parliament behind 
it: (Cheers.) 

TERMS OF REFERENCE. “ 

The terms of reference will cover wayes and 
hours of work, and inequalities between grades. 
That is important, because it will cover the 
cost of production and distribution, @#hd the 
general organisation of the coalfields, and in- 
dustry as a whole, and questions like joint con- 
trol. The coal-owners have gone far to meet 
that demand—whether far enough is not for me 
to decide. It will also inquire into the ques- 
tion of internationalisation—as to whether that 
would produce economy. It will deal with sell- 
ing prices and profits, the social conditions 
under which the colliery-workers carry on their 
business, and any schemes for the future organi- 
sation of the coal industry, whether on the pre- 
sent basis or on a basis of joint control, whether 
nationalised or otherwise. They will also deal 
with the effect of mining royalties and way- 
leaves, and the effect of the proposals upon the 
development of the coal industry and the 
eccnomic life of the country, with full powers 
to see what effect they will have upon other in- 
dustries. There will be full publicity, with 
power vested in the Commission, in special cases, 
to decide whether evidence should be published. 
It is, however, of vital importance that all the 
facts connected with the industry should be 
made. public, and that the miners should know 
all about it. But the miners complain that 
they would have to wait until all these im- 
portant matters are investigated before they

the report on these matters shall be ready by the 
3lst of March. (Hear, hear.) 


SIXTEEN DAYS’ STRIFE. 


I ask anyone who is acquainted with all these 
difficulties, whether it is unreasonable to give 
that period for the examination of matters 
which affect every trade and industry in the 
United Kingdom. (Cheers.) The miners insist 
that the reply shall be given by the 15th of 
March. I cannot believe that when they find 
that the Commission is a bona fide one, that it 
is conducting a searching examination into the 
whole of the facts, that we desire to do justice 
between them and the rest of the community 
that they will throw the whole industries of 
th» country in confusion and disaster for tho 
sake of sixteen days. (Loud cheers.) Let me 
point out what that means. Sixteen . days’ 
strifo will see the majority of the industries 
of the country closed down, and the Govern- 
ment having to continue to feed the community 
with such fuel as is at their disposal. If there 
were distress it would fall upon every branch 
of the community, afid the miners themselves 
would have to depend upon such food as could 
be distributed with the resources at our dis- 
posal, I cannot believe that all this distress 
wili be brought upon the community for the 
sake of sixteen days, which will be spent in the 
closest inquiry, directed by Parliament, 
into the wages and hours of the miners. 
With regard to the composition of “the 
Cémmission, I ho the House will 
enable us to ptoceed to the appointment of the 
chairman, and we cannot do that tll we have 
the bill. The composition of the Commission 
we shall not be able to give for obvious reasons. 
The miners at their conference on Wednesday ' 
will coneider whether they will take part in 
the Commission or not. Obviously the composi- 
tion of the Commission will differ according to 
whether they will be represented or not. At 
any rate, we cannot determine the composition 
of the Commission until we knew the view of 
the miners upon that most important point. 
We have made them the offer, and, if they 
desire to come on, we shal] put them on 
as well as the mineowners. If they come to 
the conclusion that they would rather not be 
members of the Commission, then we must 
have a Commission of a different character. 


THE CHAIRMAN. 


That, however, does not prevent us from our 
making up our minds as to the chairman of the 
Commission. We have come to the conclusion 
that it is desirable to have a judge, and we 
have chosen for this purpose not merely one of 
the best judges on the bench, but one who has 
special qualifications in this respect, because 
he has been practising with one of the most 
important coalfields, and he has actually ap- 
peared for both the coal miners and the mine- 
owners, and he knows more about them prob- 
ably than any other judge on the bench—I 
mean Mr. Justice Sankey, who has consented to 
take the chair. Although we cannot complete 
the Commission till after Wednesday, no time 
will be lost. The moment the chairman is 
appointed and the bill is through, he can take 
action and notify the Government departments 
as to the kind of information which he, at any 
i Time is so pressing that it is 
important that the chairman should get to work 
at once, and give notice al] round as to the 
information he wanted prepared by those whose 
business it will be to enlighten the Commission 
upon the various branches of the inquiry. I 
strongly urge the Houee to let us have the bill 
to-day. It is drafted in a form in whish all 
Statutory Commissions have been prepared. We 
have a good many precedente, and we have pro- 
ceeded upon those precedents. 


A MINERS’ CHARTER. 


I would only say; in conclusion, that, as to 
the miners, 1 feel certain that they will act 
in a spirit of toleration towards other industries 
which are eo vitally affected, and will have con- 
sideration for the special difficulties of this 
country with its gigantic burden, the country 
for which hundreds of thousands of their men 
fought so valiantly and so well. They will 
find that, as a result of this inquiry, in my 
judgment, they will get a miners’ charter, which 
will .be the beginning of greater and better 
things for them; and if they do so, and throw 
themselves into this inquiry, pressing their - 
case, in some respects, as I think, irresistible, in 
others requiring undoubtedly some greater 
proof than I have seen up to the present—if 
they do so they will achieve great things for 
their industry, and for the men whom they 
so ably lead, and they will have. the satis- 
faction, when they have got these things, of 
knowing that they have obtained them without 
inflicting any hurt upon hundreds of thousands 
of other mén and women engaged in honest toil 
like themselves. (Cheers.) 


MR. ADAMSON, . 


Mr., Adamson said he thought that there 
would be no difficulty in the Prime Minister 
etting facilities for proceeding with the bill, 
but he hoped that he would not seek to rush 
the bill through in the way indicated. 
Adequate time should be given for discussion 
of the extremely important issues at stake. He 
hoped that the Prime Minister would continue 
to keep in close personal touch with the 
dispute until. some satisfactory solution wae 
arrived at. The issues involved were of such 
a serious character to the nation, and 
the other nations dependent on us for their coal, 
supply that no opportunity should be lost of 
examining every argument which night help in 
a satisfactory solution, If the spirit which ani- 
mated the Prime Minister and the President of 
the Miners’ Federation on Thursday last was 
maintained he did not think that we were so 
short of statesmanship as to be unable to find 
a settlement which would avert the disaster 
involved in a fight between the State and the 
workmen engaged in one of the most vital and 
strongly organised industries in the country. 
We were dangerously near a conflict already. 
The total figures for the ballot just to hand 
showed that there were in favour of a strike 
611,998, ogee 104,997, majority in favour 
507,001. total membership of the Miners’ 
about 750,000. Up to the pre- 
sent he did not think that the Government had 
done all mg cou meet the miners’ de- 
mands. He thought that the Govefnment had 
sufficient data to enable them to deal with 
wages and hours, too, and he urged them to 
do so. There was an impression that the miner

OTHER SOCIAL REFORMS. 


Yesterday afternoon a deputation represent- 
ing the Municipal Associations of Ireland was 
received at Dublin Castle by Mr. Ian Mac- 
pherson, M.P., Chief Secretary for Ireland. 
The object of the deputation was to urge upon 
the Chief Secretary the necessity that the 
Government should generously finance and pro- 
mote a large scheme of housing in Ireland 
without delay. 

Sir Henry Robinson, Vice-President of the 
Local” Government Board for Ireland, was 
present, :

Sir Robert Anderson, Londonderry; Sir_Crawford 
McCullagh, Alderman .Shaw, Councillors McConnell 
and McCormick, Belfast; Alderman O'Sullivan and 
Councitor Horgan, Cork; Mr. M. MeGowan, Mayor 
of Drogheda; Alderman Hadden, Wexford; r.

(Hon. Sec.), Dundalk; and Mr. R. Heron. 

Sir Robert Anderson was the first speaker, 
and, in introducing the subject, dwelt upon the 
necessity for a large and thorough housing 
scheme, and upon the anxiety which the sub- 
on was causing to every municipality in Íre- 
and. He quoted the finding of the National 
Convention on the subject as showing how 
urgent was the need for grappling with the 
housing question, It was estimated, he said, 
that 67,500 houses were required, and 
that the money required to provide them 
would amount to £27,000,000. The conditions 
in Ireland were quite different from those pre- 
vailing in England, and they were such as 
entitled Ireland to more generous financial con- 
sideration than England, Scotland, and Wales. 
He claimed also that the Small Dwellings 
Acquisition Act should be extended to Ireland. 

Alderman Hadden, Sir Crawford McCullagh, 
and Mrs. Walsh backed up the case made by 
Sir Robert Anderson. Mrs. Walsh drew a 
harrowing word picture of slum life in Dublin 
and some of the provincial towns in Ireland. 


CHIEF SECRETARY’S REPLY. 


The Chief Secretary, in reply, said that he 
was very glad to avail himself of the first. 
opportunity which presented itself to meet so 
many representative. people, who were respon- 
sible throughout Ireland for the control of the 
civic destinies of the country. He felt sure 
that all sections of Irish opinion heard with 
the greatest possible regret of the serioug illness 
of His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant. (Hear, 
hear.) It was a great pleasure and a great 
relief to be able to announce that his condi- 
tion was very greatly improved: and it was 
hoped that he would soon be back to continue 
his excellent work in his native country. (Hear, 
hear.) Since he (the Chief Secretary) had 
joined His Excellency in the Executive Govern- 
ment of Ireland he had found that his one 
wish was to leave the state of Lreland better 
than he found it, Lord French’s whole mental 
and. physical energy was concentrated upon 
that. He had not had recently the oppor- 
tunity, on account of his illness, of being in 
close consultation with His Excellency “but 
he knew what his views were and are. One 
of the questions which very forcibly confronted 
Lord French as a soldier and an Irishman 
when he last saw him was the treatment of the 
demobilised soldier and sailor and ex-war 
worker in Ireland. He was very anxious, like 
himself, to see that the men and women of 
Ireland who had served the Empire for the 
cause of liberty should not find themselves, 
when they were demobilised from their various 
units and had returned to their homes, without 
money. and without work. He was glad to 
say that the Government had given an interim 
grant of a quarter of a million to meet 
their requirements in providing work of 
& reconstructive character for them. and 
for such others as might be desirous 
of procuring work. This. grant was 
for the immediate needs of these meib He had 
already had in consultation with him the heads 
of the various departments concerned in Ire- 
land who should appropriately administer this 
grant, to see how best it should be done. 
Obviously it was their duty to see that this 
money should be circulated throughout every 
part of the country, and that it should provide 
useful work. Too much had been done in the 
past in the provision of work which was neither 
useful nor reproductive, and which could best 
be described by the unwholesome and un- 
economic term of relief work. (Hear, hear.) 

REPRODUCTIVE WORKS. : 

Already they had fixed upon works -which 
would, he trusted, be of great advantage net 
only to the communities in which they were 
situated, but to the country as a whole. That 
was the test which would apply to any scheme 
which might bé considered by them. As he had 
pointed out, that scheme was merely one to 
bridge over the time which must necessarily 
elapse before they could deal with the great 
national problem of reconstruction. He noticed 
that reconstruction was being defined in various 
ways according as it suited the pur of the 
man who sought to define it. Broadly, it might 
be defined as the attempt to repair the ravages 
of war and to cure the evils which a great crisis 
such as they had gone through inevitably threw 
into the limelight. It was, therefore, not 
merely material reconsiruction that they 
desired. ‘They were eqduaily, if not more, 
anxious to provide physical, moral, and social 
reconstruction. It had been said that while 
great schemes were advanced for Great Britain, 
nothing was being done for Ireland. He had, 
of course, only recently come into his office, 
but he was there with some administrative and 
political experience, and he knew that it was 
easy to make promises and pledges, but much 
more difficult to fulfil them. Therefore, so far 
as he was concerned, he had made up his mind 
that he would make no pledge or promise to 
Ireland which he had not every hope of ful- 
filling, and consequently he had not hitherto 
said anything with regard to reconstruction. 


IRELAND’S SPECIAL NEEDS. 

No definite scheme had been promulgated, so 
far as he knew, with regard to Great Britain, 
though much had been said about one in general 
terms. But he could assure them that any 
scheme of reéonstruction which was advanced 
for that part of the United Kingdom would 
advance pari passu in Ireland.. lt would be 
their (the Government’s) duty to watch those 
schemes and to conform them to ‘the special 
needs of Ireland, guided as they hoped to be 
by the advice and help of all, irrespective of 
party—for in administration the taint of party 
is a curse—who, both by experience in this 
country and affection for it, were best able to 
judge what the real needs of the country were. 

Those schemes should be administered in 
Ireland and nowhere else, and by Irishmén 
and no one else. The problem which had 
caused more uneasiness in the minds of the 
public generally had been undoubtedly the 
housing problem, 

The deputation, in his judgment, had 
made out an unanswerable case. He had 
had the advantage of studying the excellent 
reports drawn up dealing with Ireland, and the 
disclosures therein, as Mrs. Walsh so eloquently 

inted out, were, in his judgment, appalling. 
fe Great Britain the conditions were very often 
not less appalling. The percentage of men re- 
jected after physical examination for the Army 
was the highest in any country in the world, 
This was due in the main to housing conditions. 
How could it be otherwise if children were 
forced to live in hovels and in slums, in squalor, 
distress, and discontent, without any of the 
surroundings which conduce to moral and 
physical superiority? The ery now was for a 
land for heroes to dwell in. There could not be 
a better cry, nor could any State carry out a 
wiser or a better policy. 

HOUSING IN IRELAND. 

The scheme for housing Ireland must of 
necessity proceed upon lines different from the 
scheme for England. (Hear, hear.) The condi- 
tions of the countries were different, and Ire- 
land had pursued her own course in securing 
for herself legislative enactments for housing 
to suit her conditions. It was their duty to 
consider whether she should continue that 
policy, and they came to the conclusion that 
she would be wise in doing so. As they knew, 
one of the most successful of all these enact- 
ments was the Labourers’ Act. That Act could 
not, of course, be generally applied to the whole 
of the country because of its purposes and 
because of Treasury restrictions. He could not 
naturally at the present moment make public 
any definite pronouncement with nes te their 
new scheme for housing in Ireland, but he could 
assufe them that their proposals were very far 
advanced in their discussion with the Treasury. 
In his ju t the penny rate, which was 
suitable for meget. where wages and rents 
were generally igh, was not suitable in Ire- 
land. The rateable value of a district in Ire- 
land did not aeoeneny bear any comparison 
with the necessity for building houses in that 
district. It was obvious, therefore, that if a 
satisfactory scheme was to be formulated by 
means of which houses—he should call them 
happier homes—could be provided for the people 
without delay, such a scheme would have to 
take into consideration two facts. First, no 
undue burden should be cast upon the

SINN FEIN DELEGATE IN PARIS. 


, The Press Assogiation’s Special Correspon 
in Paris telegraphed last night:—Sean_ T. 
| O'Ceallaigh (otherwise Mr. J. T. O'Kelly, Sinn 
Fein member of Parliament for the llege 
Green Division of Dublin), has arrived in Paris 
as the “accredited Envoy of the Provisional Go-

O'Kelly states that Mr. de 
Valera, ‘Count Plunkett, and Mr. Arthur 
Griffith have been delegated by the Irish 
National Assembly to present a statement. to 
the Peace Conference, and to the Commission 
on the League of Nations on. behalf of the 
people of Ireland, and he asks that a dato 
should be fixed for the reception of these dele- 
gates, who desire to establish as soon as pos 
sible the “‘ indisputable right of Ireland to in- 
ternational recognition of its independence, and 
the justice of its demand to enter as a consti- 
tuent party in the League of Nations.’’ 


ANARCHIST PLOT AGAINST 
PRESIDENT WILSON. 


The Federal authorities, says a New York 
telegram, are examining the pamphlets and 
documents seized in Sunday's raid on the head- 
quarters of the Spanish Anarchists. 

In connection with the alleged terrorist plot, 
nine Spaniards and one Cuban were arrested at 
Philadelphia this morning, on suspicion of bein 
implicated. The arrest of fourteen Spaniar 
here on Sunday evéning was the result of infor- 
mation’ supplied by the Philadelphia police, who 
received the report that two men were en route 
from New York to Boston in order to assas- 
sinate President Wilson. 

A Boston telegram, describing the President's 
progress on landing, says:—The police had 
stationed sharpshooters on the roofs along the 
route of the procession, to pick off any possible 
assailant. Of the 150,000 who applied for tickets 
of admission, only 8,000 could be accommodated 
owing to the limited capacity of the Mechanics’ 
Hall, where President Wilson’ spoke at 
yesterday’ afternoon. Thousands stood in the 
streets awaiting a glimpse of the President. 


RETURN OF THE GUARDS, 


The Secretary of the War Office announces 
that by his direction, as was announced in the 
newspapers of 18th February, the Guards Divi- 
sion has been ‘ordered to return to the United 
Kingdom, this division not roomy * included in the 
ten divisions organised on the Territorial basis 
which are to compose the infantry of the Arm 
of the Rhine. The battalions of the Guards 
will arrive at intervals of a few days durin 
the course of the next three weeks, by which 
time the whole division will be disposed in /its 
home stations in England. 

On Saturday next, at 2.30 p.m., His Majesty 
the King will review, in Hyde Park, ten bat- 
talions of young soldiers on the eve of their 
departure to join the Army of the Rhine. - 


ALLIES’ TERMS TO GERMANY. 


The London Daily Express puWlishes what it 
describes as an authoritative forecast of the 
final military terms to be demanded from Ger- 
many. Germany will be required to make four 
separate submissions—military, naval,  terri- 
torial, and economie. The naval terms have 
already been published. Territorial and 
economic terms have not yet been decided. The 
total strength of the German Army will be 
fixed at a maximum that will certainly not ex- 
ceed three hundred thousand rank and file. 
All present cfficers not selected for the new 
Army must become civilians in the most abso- 
lute sense of the word. All officers will be 
strictly professionals. There is some difference 
of opinion concerning the method by which the 
new German Army will be recruited. The 
British view is that conscription in Germany 
should be absolutely forbidden. The Allies will 
demand the entire destruction of the offensive 
military machine which made the German Army 
a menace to European peace. The General 
Staff must be disbanded, and a pledge given 
that it shall never again be brought into being. 
The teaching of war as a science will not be 
allowed. Germany will not be allowed to manu- 
facture such things as asphyxiating gas, and will 
not be permitted to keep eny military force 
within a certain distance from her frontiers,

Taken in the 
mass, the miners had not maintained during 
the war the very unsatisfactory wages that 
they had got before the war. To say that a 350 
per cent. advance would bring disaster on the 
mining industry was equal to saying that we 
had reached the end of all progress. The 
miners were out for the higher standard of 
living, and they intended to get it. The Go- 
vernment proposals with regard to howrs and 
wages, it was believed, would not solve the 
trouble. 

Mr. A. C. Edwards urged that the miners’ 
ballot should have been taken before, and not 
after, the present programme was put forward.

Mr. Ryan, in reply, said that that was the 
first banquet since 1913, and he was glad it had 
fallen to his lot to be the recipient of the re- 
sumed function now that the war was over. 
They heartily hoped and prayed that the Con- 
ference in Paris would put an end to war for all 
time. The war had brought about many charges 
in their own trade. At the present, time the 
hours of trading had been restricted by almost 
two-thirds, while the cost of living had gone up 
by well over 100 per cent. The official Govern- 
ment estimate was about 100 per cent. increase, 
but they all knew it was considerably more. 
Their trading requisites had on an average gone 
up 300 per cent. They were a united body for 
the protection of their vested interests and 
rights; they were united in repelling the unfair 
and unjust attacks made with such frequency 
on their business; but he thought that in other 
ways they were not so united as they ought to 
be. Early in the war an attempt was made to 
utilise it to forward a teetotal ganda, and 
money was spent like water by the United King- 
dom Alliance—the powerful organisation of the 
teetotal party in England—in an attempt to 
create a*public opinion in favour of prohibition, 
Those efforts were reinforced by another body 
known as the Strength of Britain Movement, 
which extended its operations to Ireland, and for 
a time things went merrily on, and restrictions 
began to be enforced which had for their goal 
total prohibition; but long before the goal was 
reached the millions of workers in the mines, in 
the shipyards, in the docks, and in the hundred- 
and-one classes of factories made their voices 
felt, and the propaganda for prohibition was 


abandoned. While he said all that, however, he 


desired to emphasise the fact that they in the 
licensed trade had never had any quarrel with 
the honest temperance party. In fact, their 
greatest enemy had always been the man who 
abused the use ef drink. Drunkenness was now 
practically unknown in Ireland, and there" was 
nobody who hailed that condition of things more 
than they in the licensed AEA. would 
only hope that the evils of drink, which, as he 
had stated, had almost entirely disappeared, 
might never return.

Sin,—I observe that Mr. Bonar Law guest

tory of the Statute Law as the Horne. Tooke 
Act, to be elected to the House of Commons. 

The old constitutional ground for the exclu- 
sion of clergymen of the Church of England, 
that they were taxed by Convocation, or repre- 
sented in Convocation, was not tenable as re- 
gards either the English or the Irish clergy ™ 
1801, when it was expedient to keep Horne 
Tooke out of the British House of Commons. 
The new ground of exclusion on which the Act 
of 1801 was justified by the Addington Ad- 
ministration was that, as the benefices of a feat 
number of the clergy were in the direct gi t 
of the Crown, the admission of clergymen would 
diminish the purity and impair the = 
pendence of the House of Commons. This 

round of objection to which, in my judgment, 
ittle, if any, importance should be attached, 
still remains in England, where the Church is 
a State Establishment, but has been swept away 
in Ireland since the severance of the Trish 
Church from the State has removed from it the 
reproach brought in bitterness of heart by 
Canon Kingsley against the English Church o 
being “a branch of the Civil Service. 

I do not Know the views of the pishops and 
elergy of the Irish Church with reference to 
the removal from the Irish clergy of this dis- 
ability imposed on them when the Irish Church 
was still connected with the State. { would, 
however, desire to direct attention to the fact 
that if the Irish clergy wish this disability to be 
removed—why should they net ?—their claim for 
its removal is irresistible. ‘Their exclusion from 
the House of Commons should have ceased on 
the Disestablishment of the Irish Church as a 
necessary sequence and natural result of that 
measure. The Irish clergy have only to intr 
mate their desire that political incapacities 
which should have been removed on the Dis- 
establishment of the Irish Church, nearly fifty 
years ago, should now be removed, just as in 
the case of the Welsh clergy such disabilities 
are to be removed when the. Welsh Church Dis- 
establishment Act, now on the Statute Book, 
will come into operation. It is provided by the 
Welsh Church Act, 1914 (4 and 5, George V., 
c. 91, sec. 2 (4): “ On and after the date of 
disestablishment no person shall be disqualified 
or liabile to any penalty for sitting or voting In 
the House of Commons by reason of having 
been ordained to the office of priest or deacon 
if the ecclesiastical office he holds is an 
ecclesiastical office in the Church in Wales, or 
if he does not hold any ecclesiastical office, 
the last ecclesiastical office which ho held was 
an ecclesiastical office in the Church in W ales.’ 

A measure of similar relief to the clergy 
the Irish Church, which has been disestablished, 
cannot be withheld. The Irish clergy are in a 
different and far more favourable position in 
reference to their admission to the House of 
Commons than the clergy of the English Church, 
an establishment of State, although in my view 
the claim of the English clergy for the removal

Sixm,—It is now eviderit that the report of the 
Parliamentary Committee on Secondary Educa- 
tion in Ireland will hardly be considered this 
session, and, in the meantime, the teachers are 
expected to live on practically the same salaries 
as they had in pre-war days, although the cost 
of living has gone up by more than 100 per 
cent. 

Could hot the Irish Government insist on the 
Intermediate Board’s handing over at once to 
the managers of the schools the * Birrell 
Grant” and the “ Fisher Grant” in order that 
teachers may get their usual pre-war share of 
those grants before Easier (these grants are
